MANY CITIES ARE AFFECTED

NINETY THOUSAND MEN OUT 


REPORTS 
PROM

WHERE STRIKE IS ON. 


Washington, May 20,—The general 


strike of the employes in the ma- 
chinery and allied 
metal 
trades 


throughout the country to enforce a 
nine-ftour day 'with an increase of 
wages to meet the reduction in the 
houttsi of labor took effect today. 


Reports were received by President 


O'Connell, of the 'National Associa- 
tion of Machinists, and 
other offi- 


cials, who are in this city, early in 
the forenoon indicating that a large 
number of establishments, heretofore 
holding- out against the demands ot 
the men, were making the necessary 
conceisJsions. Mr. O'Connell said this 
morning that it was too early to 
make any estimate of the number 
of men out. His original figure was 
150,000 men directly affected ana 
several hundred thousand indirectly. 
This figure has been largely reduced 
by the number of agreements reached 
in the last two or three days. Kr. 
O'Connell, while refusing to maKe 
any estimates or draw any conclu- 
sions until later in the day, said tne 
reports so far received were of a very 
encouraging nature* 


IN NEW Z(NGLAND. 


In New En'gland the first reports 


show that many men are out, but 
the number in the 'aggregate cannot 
be estimated as yet. 


The states mostly affected in E*ew 


England are Connecticut and Ver- 
mont. 
Prom the former state tele- 


graphic reports to the headquarters 
here show all the machinists in the 
towns of Ansonia and Derby are out* 
The men itl tlhe principal towns in 
Vermont also have struck. 
These 


include 8t, Johnsbury, Rutland and 
St. Alfoans. 


Massachusetts and New York were 


late in making reports. From Cin- 
cinnati the indications are that all 
the nren are out. This is one of tne 
points Where the most difficulty :n 
settlement has been apprehended. 


In Cleveland the situation has Im- 


proved. While the numfber of men 
out is not stated, the report from 
there tod/ay announces that the Au- 
tomatic Refrigerator company, the 
Grant "Tool company, the Danielson 
Tool company and Bolinger & Reilly 
have 'stigneti with the men and work 
in these establishments continues. 


In1 Wilmington, Del., several of 


the (concerns 'are reported as having 
agreed to the terms this morning, 


IN TGKte WEST. 


The report from Denver shows that 


no trouble is expected there. About 
three-quarters of the concerns em- 
ploying machinists in that city have 
signed and negotiations are an pro- 
gress for a settlement with others, 
which look hopeful. 
* 


The advices from Chicago indicate 


that arrangements have 'been made 
with a great majority 'of the firms 
under which the agreement is signed 
and will be enforced* 


President O'Connell estimates that 


about 90,000 -men struck today. 
He 


bases this prediction 'on the tele- 
graphic advices that have reached 
him from the machinists' headquar- 
ters in the vaiious cities. 


IN CINCINNATI. 


Milwaukee, Wls., May 30,—About 


1,600 machinists responded co the or- 
der of President James O'Conoiell, of 
the International Association of Ma- 
chinists, 'and refused to begin work 
n this city to'day. 
Several hundred 


helpers also struck. 
The men went 


;o their places of employment as 
usual, but failing to find a notice 
complying with the machinists* de- 
mands for (a nine-hour d-ay and a 18^ 
per cent increase in wages quietly re* 
i\1ced their steps homeward. 
In several instances, particularly 


at the shops which are members of 
the National OVfeftal Trades -associia- 
,ion, representative's of those plants 
spoke a few wooxla to the workmen, 
;aying that -the action of the ma- 
thfnists ait this time annulled the 
New York agreement and th'at when 
he men returned to work hereafter 
t must 'be on the conditions which 
prevailed prior to the establishment 


the New York agreement, 
Twenty-five out of a total of twen- 


y-eiglut in the 
city are affected, 


Headquarters have been established 
by the machinists in different parts 
if'the city, 


There reports will be received on 


he strike's conditions from time to 
ime. 
The present strike is the larg- 


est of its kind in the history of the 


Cincinnati, 
Ohio, 
May 
20.—Al- 


though the machinists' strike in this 
city was not set to'occur until 10 a 
m., nrany employes did' not take up 
their labors at the regular hour, 7:30 
o'clock. 
Samuel G-ompers, president 


of the American Federation of Labor, 
arrived this morning. 
Vice 'Presi- 


dent Thomas Kidd a;id Trea'sur&r 
John B, Len-non, both members of the 
executive board of the American Fed- 
eration 'of Labor, joined him, and 
they immediately -went into confer- 
ence with the local leaders of the In- 
ternational 
Association 
of 
Ma- 


chinists. Meantime, without waiting 
for the official order, operative at 10 
a. m., processions formed as early as 
7:30 o'clock, marched to the 1'argei 
manufacturing1 concerns, and called 
the men out. The response was quite 
general even -among employes 
members of the machinists' associa- 
tion, who had given intimation that 
they were in 
sympathy with th 


strike. 


At tewrftl of the large plants, how 


where no increase of wages have been 
granted. 


At machinists' headquarters it is 


reported three firm's have today met 
the demands of the men, making 
fourteen firms where there is no 
strike. In all the others the strike 
s declared to be complete, not only 
ncluding machinists, but 
all em- 


ployes 


The machinists claim that 3,000 of 


their fellow-craftsmen $nd as many 
others not machinists have quit 
work. 


MANY OUT IN MILWAUKEE. 


IN CLEVELAND. 


Cleveland, Ohio, May 20.—About 


1,300 machinists employed in this 
city are on strike today in order to 
alforce their demand for a nine-hour 
working day with ten hours' pay. 
The strikers are orderly and quiet. 
No trouble of any kind has been re- 
ported. 
Probably 1,000 members of 


he union continued at work, their 
employers having granted the de- 
nands. 


IN DETROIT. 


"Detroit, Mich,, May SO.—Up to 10 


o'clock today seventeen, local ma- 
chine shops, employing a total of 150 
men, had granted the demands of the 
International 
Association of Ma- 


chinists, and their employes were at 
work. 
Five hundred and fifty ma- 


chinists employed in otner shops are 
out xi strike. 


SIX HUNDRED OUT AT TOLEDO. 


Toledo, Ohio, May 20.™Machinists 


to the number of 600 are idle here 
today, their employers having de- 
clined to comply with "the dJemands 
of the International association. The 
strikers are fairly well organized and 
tiope to secure a complete victory 
here.

pany, and the Electric Vehicle com* 
pfcny's factory. 
The Hartford Ma- 


chine Screw company has closed its 
plant and a lockout exists there. 


FEW OUT 'AT NEW HAVEN, 


New Haven, Conn., May 20.—Only 


about 100 machinists, divided among 
several1 shops, struck here today to 
enforce fche nine-hour day demand. 
The Sargeant OMfochine works, where 
fifty men are out, is the only large 
plant affected. 


IN NEW JERSEY CITIES, 


New York, May 20,—At Plainfleld, 


N. J,, fully 1,000 machinists an'd 
helpers have struck.

Universities in FOUT Cities to Get the 


Benefit—Scotchmen Are Alone

London, May SO,—Andrew Carnegie 


has given £2,000,000 to establish free 
education in four Scoitch universi- 
ties, Edinburgh, Glasgow, Aberdeen 
and St. Andrews. He stipulates that 
the beneficiaries be his "Scotch fel- 
low countrymen" only, no English, 
Irish, colonials or foreigners. 
The 


fund will apply to medical as well as 
to commercial education and will be 
placed in the hands of trustees, who 
will pay the expenses of iScotish stu- 
dents benefited under the scheme.

GUESTS MARCH IN.

THE MILITAKY PA'KADE 


The military parade formed at the 


city hall 'and the streets radiating 
from it, and the state commissioneis 
and distinguished visitors were re- 
ceived at the main entrance td the 
municipal building. They were wel- 
comed by representatives of tihe ex- 
position committee and later escorted 
to their carriages, The scene about 
the city hall was a brilliant one, 
The foreign representatives came in 
evening attire and there were a dozen 
military and naval officers in full 
uniform numbered in the group. 


Senators Lodge and Hanna were 


early arrivals at the city hall, while 
Vice President BooseveH and Presi- 
dent Milburn did not arrive until 
late. The crowd gave them all lib- 
eral applause and the vice president 
bowed repeatedly in acknowledge- 
ment, 


The parade moved off at 10:10, a

State troops led, followed by

artillerymen.

Mexican contingent followed, and 
after them were more militiamen.

The Orpheus society sang "Salve 


Libert," acoompani&d by an orchestia, 
and at the conclusion Vice President 
Roosevelt was presented, and a storm 
of applause gave him greeting as he 
came forward. 
He said: 


Today, on behalf of the United 


States, I welcome you here; you, 
our brothrs of the north, and you, 
our brothers of the south; we wish 
you well; we wish you all pros- 
perity, and we say to you that we 
earnestly hope for your well-being, 
not only for your own sakes, but 
also for our own, for it is a benefit 
to each of us to have the others do 
well. 
The relations 
between us 


now are those of cordial friendship, 
and it is to the interest of all alike 
that this friendship should ever 
remain unbroken. Nor is there the 
least chance of its being broken, 
provided only that all of us alike 
act with full recognition 
of -the 


vital need that each of us should 
realize that his own true interests 
can best be served by serving the 
interests of others. 


You, men of Canada, are doing 


substantially the s.ime work that 
we of this republic are doing, and 
face substantially the same prob- 
lems that we also face. 
Yours is 


the world of the merchant, 
the 


manufacturer, and mechanic, the 
farmer, the ranchman, 
and the 


miner; you are subduing the prairie 
and the forest, tilling farm land, 
building cities, 
striving to raise 


ever higher the standard of right; 
to bring ever nearer the day when 
true justice shall obtain between 
man and man, and we wish G-od- 
speed to you and yours, and may 
the kindliest ties of good will al- 
ways exist between us. 


To you of the republics south of 


us I wish to say a special word. 
believe with all my heart in the 
Monroe doctrine. This doctrine is 
not to be invoked for the aggran- 
dizement of any one of us here on 
this continent at the expense of 
any one else on this continent. It 
should be regarded simply as 
great international pan-America^ 
policy, vital to the interests of all 
of us* The United States has, and 
ought to have, and must ever have, 
only the desiro to see i>er sister 
republics in the 
western 
hemi- 


sphere continue to- flourish and the 
determination that no old world 
power shall acquire new territory 
here on this western continent 
We pf the two Americas must b 
leit to work out our own salvation 
along our own lines, and if -we are 
wise we will make it understood as 
a cardinal feature of our joint for- 
eign policy that on the one hand 
we will not submit to territorial 
aggrandizement on this continent 
by any old world power, and that 
on the other hand, among ourselves 
eacli nation must scrupulously re- 
gard the rights and interests of 
the others, so that instead of any 
one of us committing he criminal 
folly of trying to rise at the ex- 
pense of our neighbors* we shall 
all strive upward in honest and 
manly brotherhood, shoulder to 
shoulder. 


A word now especially to my fel- 


low countrymen. I think that we 
have <all of us reason to be satis- 
fied with the showing made in this 
exposition, as in the other great 
expositions of the past, of the re- 
sults of the enterprise, the shrewd 
daring, the business energy and 
capacity, and the 
artistic, and 


above all, the wonderful mechani- 
cal skill and inventiveness of oui 
people. In all of this we have 
legitimate 
cause to feel a noble 


pride, and a still nobler pride in 
the showing made of what we have 
done in such matters as our sys- 
tem of widespread popular educa- 
tion and in the field of philan- 
thropy—especially in that best 
kind of philanthropy which teaches 
each man to help lift both himself 
and his neighbor by joining with 
that neighbor hwd in hand in a 
common effort for 
the- 
common 


good. 


There are certain truths 
which

uies that will promote the pros- 
perity of all. 
The ^poorest motto 


upon which an American can act is 
the motto of

and ought to be done by law. For 
instance, th« state, and if neces- 
sary, the nation, should by law as- 
sume ample power of supervising 
and regulating the acts of any cor- 
poration (which can be but its crea- 
ture), and generally of those im- 
tnensa business enterprises which 
exist only because of the 
safety 


and protection to property 
guar- 


anteed by our system of govern 
ment. Yet it is equally true that, 
while this power should exist, it 
should be used sparingly and with 
self-restraint. 
Modern industrial 


competition is very keen between 
nation and nation, and now that 
our country is striding forward 
with the pace of a giant to take 
the leading position in the inter* 
national 
industrial 
world, we 


should beware how we fetter oui 
limbs, 
how we cramp our Titan 


strength. 
While striving to pre- 


vent industrial injustice at home 
we must not bring upon oiirselves 
industrial weakness abroad. 
This 


is a task for which we need 
the 


finest abilities of the 
statesman 


the student, the patriot and the 
far-seeing lover of mankind. It is 
a task in which we shall fail with 
absolute certainty if we approach 
it after having surrendered 
our- 


selves to the guidance of the dema- 
gogue or the doctrinaire, of th 
well-meaning man who thinks 
feebly, or of the 
cunning 
self- 


seeker who endeavors to rise by 
committing that worst of crimes 
against our people—the crime 
o 


inflaming brother against brother 
one American against his fellow 
Americans. 
My fellow

men, bad laws are evil things; gooc 
laws are necessary, and a clean 
fearless, common-sanse administra 
tion of the laws is even more neces 
sary, but what we need most of al 
is to look to our own selves to see 
that our consciences as individuals 
that our collective national con 
science, may be instant to resp 
to every appeal for high action 
and lofty and generous endeavor 
There must and shall be no fall 
ing off in the national traits o: 
hardihood and manliness, and w 
must keep ever bright the love o 
justice^ the spirit of strong brother 
ly friendship for 
one's 
fellows 


which we "hop0 and believe wil 
hereafter stand as typical of th 
men who make up this, the might 
iest republic upon which the sun 
has ever shone. 
The speech of Vice President Boose 


velt aroused a high spirit of enthusi 
asm, and he was wildly che&red as 
closed and took his seat. 


SENATOR LODGES ADDRESS. 
Senator Lodge was then presented 


He, too, was enthusiastically re- 
ceived. 
He -said in part: 


To you of the central and south 


em continent I believe that thi 
American people and the govern 
ment of the United States would 
say, if they could speak with a 
single voice, that they desire noth 
ing so much as- to strengthen al 
the bonds which connect them with 
your republics. We hope that you 
will believe that this is not 
expression of a mere civility. 
dosdre that you should regard the 
United States as your best friend 
We se&k no intention to the south 
ward. 
We desire nothing that 1 


yours. 
We ask 
only 
for you- 


friendship, for your commerce, ana 
for your good will. 
We also ear 


nestly hope that you will unit 
with us in the support of what w< 
believe to be the true policy fo: 
America, both north and south 
That policy is 
expressed in th 


Monroe doctrine and carries witl 
it all the purpose of drawing closi 
the bonds between ttie continent; 
and extending the belief in thi 
solidarity of American interests 
The Central American, canial id a 
important to yon as to uis. It wil 
bring the western coast of Soutl 
America into immediate sea con 
nection with our Atlantic coast 
and tour Atlantic coast into imme 


connection with 
California 


That canal we are 
prepared to 


build at our own expense. 
Tha 


canal we intend to control, not In 
our own interests- alone, but in the 
interests of ail the states of botli 
continents. It as to be an Amer- 
ican canal and the United States 
is abundantly able to alone gttar 
anteo its neutrality, to require no 
help financially or politically from 
any country, &nd to protect it for 
the benefit of America and of the 
world. In this great undertaking 
we ask from 
you of the south 


neither men nor money, but only 
that you should giv« us your sym- 
pathy iand your moral support and 
that you should believe that the 
canal 'built by the United States 
is as much in your interests as 
ours. 
We afcfc you also, and this 


is more important than anything 
else, to stand *by us dn the unswerv- 
ing maintenance of the Monroe 
doctrine. -That doctrine is that no 
possession now 'held by Europe is 
to be disturbed, but that Europe 
is to acquire no new posse'&slons 
and to extend no old ones. Under 
no pretense can we of the American 
hemisphere suffer Europe to enter, 
in and establish colonies or seek to 
partition 
Central 
or 
Southern 


America. We cannot, we will not, 
permit any great military power 
to enter this 
hemisphere, settle 


down lby our firesides', force us 10 
create gr&at standing armies and 
from some point of vantage offei 
an eternal menace to our peac*. 
You 'have your own countries anrl 
your own governments. We wisn 
the peace, prosperity, an increasing 
population and growing 
wealth, 


hut we wish you to have it under 
your own flags and dn absolute in- 
dependence, without any possibil- 
ity of interference by Euiope. We 
ask yoii to be true to the doctrine 
winch we announced seventy-five 
years ago, If you will put your 
faith in it and be true to it we will 
defend it. No American soil shall 
be given up to any power of Eu- 
rope. We wish nothing but friend- 
ship with Europe; we do not seek 
'to meddle in any way with Bxiro- 
pean affairs and we do not wisn 
to have Europe meddle witli ua. 
^To power which now has no foot- 
hold in this hemisphere can be per- 
mitted to coine in here and by puA- 
chase, lease, or other arrangement 
get control of even the smallest 
island for the purpose of cstaJblissi- 
ing- a naval station, or a place or 
arms. When Spain sued for peace 
we could have demanded from her 
an island wtoich would have given 
us a naval station in European 
waters, (but w© made no such re- 
quest. In. return we say no Euro- 
pean power shall come uii here to 
establish a naval station in tne 
Caribbean sea, 
A place of arms 


vat that point, owner or controlled 
by one of the powers of Europe 
not now owning any territory in. 
America, would be a menace to the 
'canal and to every South American 
state. Under no conditions, under 
110 stress of circumstances can the 
smallest island or the most barren 
promonotory oal either continent 
ever be ceded or sold to one of tlae 
great powers of Europe. This dan- 
ger is real. It cannot be wardec 
off "by brave words, by Fourth or 
July oration's, or by confident boast- 
ing of our strength and resources. 
It can only be avoided a thorough 
agre'emenet among all American 
states upon the Monroe doctrine 
and by unceasing 
watchfulness, 


complete preparation and the most 
absolute readiness on ttie part of 
the United States. 


Such is (the message which I, 


for one, isthould like to liave go 
forth from this great exposition to 
all the people of the 
Americas 


whom we have invited hither. We 
have Ihigh hopes of the 'benefits 
which will 'corns to us from the ex- 
tension of our commerce, to which 
we belie-ve this exposition will give 
wings, but our highest hope is 
that it will bring (home to those 
who came from distant regions to 
this city by the northern 1'ake'a the 
fact that the United States seeks 
nothing but the welfare of the re- 
publics of South America, and 
in return that they should share 
with (her in jealously maintaining 
the 
doctrtine 
of Monroe. 
The 


motto of every 
American 
state 


should T}e, not as a mere enlpty 
cry, but as the utterance of a pro- 
found principle, "America for the 
Americans." To all the rest of the 
world we hold out the hand or 
friendship, and we desire nothing; 
las much as the closest and most 
friendly relations, <but over what 
lhas once become American soil only 
lAiuerican' flags must float. 
Senator Lodge was followed by 


Frederic Almy, who recited1 a poem, 
and he in turn by Lieutenant Oovei- 
Tor Woodruff, 


JVCr. 'Almy's poem was as follows:

A king is crowned on this May day 


With pomp beyond the dreams of kings;

Two years 
ago the father of Conway sold a &mM 
daiiy to Garrison and the latter pzos- 
pered to a marked degree^ 
Young 


Conway waV of the opinion that Gar- 
rison had swindled his father and 
hence his malice against the dairy- 
man. 
s 


Conway took his repeating rifle at 


0:30 o'clock, and going to the rear 
of the house, saw Garrson milking 
his cows in the stable. Without say- 
ing- a word the young man shot Gar- 
rison in the head and the lattei fell 
over dead, 
Conway's father, 
who 


was- in a near-by stable, ran out and 
demanded of his son what he was 
doing. 
The youth turned the gun 


on him and fired two shots, neither 
of which took effect. 
The old man 


ran down an alley to the police patrol 
house and g^ave an alarm. 
KILLS WIDOW OF HIS VICTIM. 
Meanwhile Mrs. Cfcanri&on had arp- 


peared on the foack porch and Con- 


way, 
standing in the stable door, shot 


her in the heart. 
She fell on 
the 


steps and expired in a few minutes. 
Then the frenzied man set fire to the 
barn and repeatedly discharged his 
rifle through the door, killing- all the 
cows as they tried to escape from the 
smoke and flames. The shots 
at- 


tracted policemen in the lower (part 
of the city. 
Patrolman Ben Wallis, 


who was the first to arrive, entered 
the Conway house and went upstairs, 
where the murderer 
had 
secreted 


himself. At the head of the steps he 
saw Conway with a gam in 'his hand 
and retreated, not wishing to rush 
to sure death. 


The officer walked across the street 


and wa$ consulting a party of neigh- 
boi s, when Conway came to an upper 
window and fired at him with a shot- 
gun. Waliis received over 100 pel- 
lets in his body and fell unconscious. 
Edward Davidson and Adam Craw- 
ford, who were standing near, -were 
also wounded. Wallis was taken to 
the hospital and at midnight was not 
expected to live many hours, as he 
was growing -weaker from loss of 
blood and was* delirious,

Presbyterian general assembly ses- 
sions began. The report of the le- 
vision committee having been made 
the special order for Thursday and 
thereafter until the question of re- 
vising the old confession of faith is 
finally settled, a change was made in 
the regular order so that reports of 
special committees and church (boards 
might be submitted1 and acted iipon 
before the assembly proceeded to dis- 
cuss revision. 


Today's order provided for the re- 


port of the standing; committee on 
missions for tfreedmen, the reports of 
the boards of ministerial relief and 
edxication and of the special com- 
mittee on judicial commission. 


This latter 
report is considered 


second in importance only to that of 
the committee on revision, as it rec- 
ommends the cieation of a baaid of 
judicial commissions of presbyteiies 
and synods and a permanent jxidicial 
commission fiom the membeiship of 
the- general assemblies to sit as a 
court of final appeal. 


The leport of the committee 
on 


judicial commissions suggests the 
following 
changes in the book of 


discipline: 


Any presbytery or synod may at 


any time elect a judicial commission 
of not less than five ministers and 
ruling elders for a presbytery and not 
less than nine ministers and ruling 
elders for a synod, and may transmit 
to such commission any 
particular 


judicial case for hearing and deter- 
mination. 


COURT OF LAST RESORT. 


The court of last resort 
for the 


heaiing and determination of judicial 
cases shall be styled "The Permanent 
Judicial Commission of the General 
Assembly," and shall be composed of 
eight ministers and 
seven ruling 


elders, who shall be elected by the 
general assembly. At the first elec- 
tion fifteen persons shall be elected, 
five to serve for one year, five for 
two years and five for three years, 
and thereafter five persons shall be 
elected annually to servo for three 
years* 


The saidtpermanent judicial commis- 


sion shall have the power to require 
the attendance of parties and wit- 
nesses and shall also have all the 
powers prescribed by, and conduct, all 
Its proceedings according to, the rules 
applicable to the trial of a judicial 
case before the general assembly* 


All appeals and references in judi- 
al cases taken to the general as- 


sembly may, if found to be in order 
by the general assembly, 
be sub- 


mitted to said permanent judicial 
commisison, which shall then hear 
and give final Judgments. 


(Immediately after the opening of 


the morning session the standing 
committee on leave of absence an- 
nounced the election 'of Rev. R, M, 
McKay, of Glenn Falls, N. Y., as 
chairman, 
RECOMMEND BICr ENDOWMENT, 


The repoit of the standing comtnut- 


tee on mission's for fieed'men was 
read by Bev. Di\ Henry W, Hulbeiit, 
of Cleveland, chairman. 
The com- 


mittee recommended the endowment 
of Biddle university, Charlotte, N. C., 
$250,000 being the amount naeded, 
and that the raising of the m-on^ey be 
part of the Twentieth cenitury fund 
movement. 
It was recommended 


also that the first Sunday of Becem 
ber be set apart for contributions by 
Sunday schools to the boai'd of mis- 
sions for f reedtoen.

SHORTER DAY. 


MANY CITIES ARE AFFECTED 


IN MANY CASES DEMANDS ABE 


ACCEDED TO.

WHERE STRIKE IS ON. 


Washington, Hay 20.—The genera 


strike of the employes in the ma- 
chinery aaid allied 
metal 
trades 


throughout the country to enforce a 
nine-hour day with an increase o 
wages to meet the reduction, in the 
iiourei of labor took effect today. 


Reports were received "by Presideal 


O'Connell, of the 'National Associa- 
tion of -Machinists, and 
other offi- 


cials, who are in this city, early in 
the forenoon indicating1 that a ~.nrge 
number of establishments, heretofore 
holding- out a-g-aiust the demands or 


• the men, were making the necessary 


concessions. 
TVEr. O'Connell said this 


morning -that it was too early to 
make any estimate of the number 
of men out. His original figure was 
150,000 men directly affected and 
several hundred thousand indirectly. 
This figure has been largely reduced 
by the number of agreements reached 
in the last two or three days. Mr. 
O'Connell, while refusing to malic 
any estimates or draw any conclu- 
sions until later in the day, said the 
reports s-o far received were of a very 
encouraging1 nature, 


IN NEW ENGLAND. 


In New England tlie first reports 


show that many men are out, "but 
the number in the aggregate cannot 
be estimated as yet. 


The states mostly affected in New 


England are Connecticut and Ver- 
mont. 
From the former state tele- 


graphic reports to the headquarters 
here show all the machinists in the 
towns of Aiisonia and Derby are out. 
The men in the principal towns in 
Vermont also have struck. 
These 


include St. Johnsbury, Rutland and 
St. Albans. 


Massachusetts and New York were

cinnati the indications are that all 
the men are out.

IN THE WEST. 


The report from Denver shows that

President O'Connell estimates that

also for our own, for it is a benefit 
to each of us to have the others do 
well. 
The relations

now are those of cordial friendship, 
and it is to the Interest of all alike 
that this friendship should 
ever 


remain unbroken. Nor is there the 
least chance of its being1 broken, 
provided only that all of us alike 
act with full recognition 
of the 


vital need that each of us sliould 
realize that his own true interests 
can best be served by serving1 the 
interests of others. 


Yuu, men. of C:;nada, are doing 


substantially the s.ime worlc that 
we of this republic are doing, and 
face substantially the same prob- 
lems that we. also face.

The United States lias, and 


ought to have, and must ever have, 
only the desire to see i>er sister 
republics in the 
western 
hemi- 


sphere continue to flourish and the 
determination that no old world 
power shall acquire new territory 
here on this 
western 
continent. 


We of the two Americas must b* 
left to work out our own salvation 
along1 our own lines, and if -we are 
wise \ve will make it understood as 
a cardinal feature of our joint for- 
eign policy that on the one hand 
we will not submit to territorial 
aggrandizement on this continent 
by any old wo;-ld power, and tlnit 
on the other hand, among ourselves 
each nation must scrupulously re- 
gird the rights and interests of 
-*,he others, so that instead of any 
one of us committing- he criminal 
folly of trying to rise at the ex- 
pense of our neighbors, we shall i 
all strive upward in honest and 
manly 
brotherhood, 
shoulder 
ti 


shoulder. 


A word now especially to my fcl 


low countrymen. 
I think that we 


have nil of us reason to be satis- 
fied •with the showing made in thi; 
exposition, as in the other grea' 
expositions of the past, of the re 
suits of the enterprise, the shrewd 
daring", the business 
energy ntu 


capacity, and 
the

above all, the wonderful mechani- 
cal skill and inventiveness of o 
people. Ill all of this

legitimate 
cause to feel a noble 


pride, and a still nobler pride in 
the showing1 made of what we have 
done in such matters as our sys- 
tem of widespread popular educa- 
tion and in the field of philan-

kind of philanthropy which teaches 
each rann to help lift botli -himself 
and liis neighbor by joining- with

There are certain truths which 


are so commonplace as to be axiom- 
atic, find yet so important that we 
cannot ketp them too vividly be- 
fore our minds. 
The true welfare 


of the nation is indissoluhly hound 
with the welfare of the fanner and 
the mechanic; of the man who tills 
the soil, and of the mechanic, the 
handicraftsman, the. 
laborer. 
If 


we can insure the 
prosperity to 


these 
two classes 
we need not 


trouble ourselves about the pros- 
perity of the rest, for that will fol- 
low as a matter of course. 


On tho other hand, it Is equally 


true that the prosperity of nny of 
us can best he attained by meas- 
ures that v/ill promote the pros- 
perity of all. 
The (poorest motto 


upon which an American can act is 
the motto of 
"some men down," 


and, the safest to follow is that of 
"all men up." A good deal can 
and ought to be done by law. 
For 


instance, the state, and if neces- 
sary, the nation, should by law as- 
sume ample power of supervising 
and regulating the acts of any cor- 
poration (which can be but its crea- 
ture), and generally of those im- 
menss business enterprises which 
exist only because of the 
safety 


and protection to property 
guar- 


anteed by our system, of govern- 
ment. Yet it is equally true that, 
while this power should exist, it 
should be used sparingly and with 
self-restraint. 
Modern 
industrial 


competition is very keen between 
nation and nation, and now that 
our country is striding 
forward 


with the pace of a giant to take 
the leading- position in the inter, 
national 
industrial 
world, we 


should beware how we fetter our 
limbs, 
how we cramp our Titan 


sti-nng'th. 
While striving to pre- 


vent industrial injustice ,it home, 
we must aot bring upon ourselves 
industrial weakness abroad. 
This 


Is a task for which we need 
the 


finest abilities of the 
statesman, 


the student, the patriot and the 
far-seeing lover of mankind. It is 
a task in which we shall fail with- 
absolute certainty if we approach 
it after having 
surrendered our- 


selves to the guidance of the dema- 
gogue or the doctrinaire, 
of the 


well-meaning 
man 
who thinks 


feebly, or of the 
cunning1 
self- 


seeker who endeavors to rise 
by 


committing that 
worst of crimes 


against our people—the crime 
of 


inflaming brother against brother, 
one American against his fellow 
Americans. 
My fellow 
country- 


men, bad laws are evil things; good 
laws are necessary, and a clean, 
fearless, connnon-ssnse administra- 
tion of the laws is even more neces- 
sary, but what we need most of all 
is to look to our own selves to see 
that our consciences as individuals, 
that our collective national con- 
science, may be instant to respond 
to every appeal for high action 
and lofty and generous endeavor. 
There must and shall be no fall- 
ing1 off in the mtional traits of 
"hardihood nnd manliness, and we 
must keep ever bright the love of 
justice, the spirit of strong-brother- 
ly friendship for 
one's 
fellows, 


which we hope and 
believe will 


hereafter stand as typical of the 
men who make up this, the might- 
iest republic uoou which the sun 
lias ever shone. 
The speech of Vice President Roose- 


velt aroused a high spirit of enthusi- 
asm, and he was -wildly cheered as he 
clo?ed and took his seat. 


SENATOR LODG-E-'S ADDRESS. 
Senator Lodge was then presented. 


He, too, was enthusiastically re- 
ceived. 
He said in part: 


To you of the central and south- 


ern continent 1 believe that the 
American people and the govern- 
ment of the United States would 
say, If they could speak with. :t 
single voice, that they desire noth- 
ing 30 much as to strenptheu all 
the bonds which connect them with 
your republics. We hope tha 
will believe that this is not the 
expvpssion of a mere civility. We 
desire that you should regard the 
Unitr.d States as your best friend. 
We seek no intention to the south- 
ward. 
We desire nothing that is 


yours. 
We ask 
only 
for your 


friendship, for your commerce, ami 
for your good will. We also ear- 
nestly hope that you will unite 
with us in the rupport of what we 
believe to be the true policy for 
America, both 
north nnd south. 


That policy is 
expressed in 


Monroe doctrine- and carries with 
it all the purpose of drawing close 
the bonds between the continents 
and extending1 the belief in tho 
solidarity of American interests. 
The Central American canal Is ns 
important to you ns to us. It will 
bring- the western coast of South 
America into immediate sen con- 
nection with our Atlantic coast, 
and tour Atlantic coast into imme- 
di a tr\ conn r.cti on wi t h 
Ca 1 i foml a. 


That canal we are 
prepared to 


build at our own expense. 
That 


canal we intend to control, not In 
our own interests alone, hut in the 
interests of all tho states of both 
continents. It .is to be an Amer- 
ican cnnnl and the United States 
is abundantly able to alone guar- 
antee its neutrality, to require no 
•help financially or politically from 
any country, and to protect it fm- 
the benefit of 'America and of the 
•world. In this great undertaking 
we ask from 
you 
oE the south; 


neibher men nor money, "but only 
that you should give us your sym- 
pathy -and your moral support and 
that you should believe that the 
canal 'built by the United States 
is ws much iu your interests ns 
ours. 
We tvzfc you also, and this 


is more important than anything 
else, to stand by us in the unswerv- 
ing- maintenance of the 
Monroe 


doctrine. That doctrine is that no 
.possession now lield by Europe is 
to be disturbed, but that Europe 
ia to acquire no new possessions 
•and to extend no old ones. Under 
no pretense can we of the American 
hemisphere suffer Europe to enter, 
in nnd establish colonies or seek to 
partition 
Central 
or 
Southern 


America. We cannot, we will nor, 
permit any great military power 
to enter this 
hemisphere, settle 


down [by our firesides, force ur to 
create great standing- armies and 
from some point of vantage offei' 
an eternal menace to our pe.io?. 
You 'have your own. countries and 
your own governments. We wls.i 
the peace, prosperity, an increasing 
population and growing1 
wealth, 


but we •wish you to have it under 
your own flags and dn absolute in- 
dependence, •without any possibil- 
ity of interference by Europe. We 
ask you to be true to the doctrine 
which •we announced -;venty-five 
years ago. If you will put your 
faith in it and be true to it we will 
defend it. 
No American soil sna.il 


be given up to any power of Eu- 
rope. We wish nothing but friend- 
ship with Europe; we do not seek 
'to meddle in any way with Euro- 
pean ia if airs .and we do not wish 
to have Europe meddle witli us. 
•No power which now -has no foot- 
hold in this hemisphere can bo per- 
mitted to come in here and by pur- 
chase, lease, or other arrangement 
get controf of even ihe smallest 
ifland for the purpose of establish- 
ing a naval station or a place of 
arms. When Spain sued for psace 
we could have demanded from JIPT 
an island wfrich would hdve given 
us a navnl station in European 
waters, but we made no such re- 
quest. In return we say no Euro- 
pean power shnll come .in here TO 
establish n naval station in tnc 
Caribbean sea. A place of arms 
at that point, owner or controlled 
by one of the powers of Europi 
nnt now owning: any territory ii 
America, would be a menace to tin 
canal and to every South Americni 
state. Under no conditions, unuei 
no stress of circumstances can tin 
smallrst. island or the most barrel 
•prumonotory on either continen 
ever bs ceded or sold to OUR of tin 
great powers-of Europe. This ilan 
ger is real. It cannot be wardci 
off by brave words, .by Fourth o, 
July orations or toy confident boast, 
ing of our strength and resources 
It can only be avoided a Wioruugl 
ngreemenet among all American 
states upon the Monroe doctrine 
and by unceasing- 
watchfulness 


complete preparation and the mosi 
absolute readiness on the part ol 
the United States. 


Such is the message which I 


for one, 'iliould like to have go 
forth from this g-reat exposition t 
all the people of the 
Americas 


whom we "have invited hither. We 
h.'tve. high hopes of

!.i* 'benefits 


which "will come to us from the ex 
tension, of our commerce, to whici 
•we believe this exposition will giv 
wings, but our highest hope is 
that: it will bring 'home to those 
who came from distant regions to 
this city by the northern lake's the 
fact that the United States seeks 
nothing- but the welfare of the re- 
publics of South America, and asks 
in return that they should share 
with Qicr in jenlously maintaining 
the 
doctrtine of Monroe.

motto of every 
American

should be, not as a mere empty 
cry, but ES the utterance of a pro- 
found principle, "America for the 
Americans." To all the rest of tae 
world wo hold

friendship, and we desire nothing

Conway was'of the opinion that Gar- 
rison had swindled his father and 
hence his malice against the-dniry- 
man.

Cotiway took his repeating- rifle at 


6:30 o'clock, hud going to the rear 
of the house, saw Garrson milking- 
his cows in the s-tnble. Without say- 
ing a word the young1 man shot Gar- 
rison in the head and the latter fell 
over dead. 
Conway's father, 
who 


was iu a near-by stable, ran out nnd 
demanded of his son what he was 
doing. 
The youth turned the gun 


on him and fired two shots, neither 
of which took effect. 
The old man 


ran down an alley to the police patrol 
liouse mid gave an alarm. 
KILLS WIDOW OE HIS VICTIM. 
Meanwhile Mrs. GaiTison had ap- 


peared on the iback porch -and Con- 
way, standing in the stable door, shot 
icr in the heart. 
She fell on 
the 


steps and expired in a few minutes. 
Then the frenzied man -set fire to the 
jam and repeatedly discharged his 
•jfle through the door, killing- all the 
cows as'they tried to escape from the 
smoke nnd names. 
The shots 
at- 


.racted policemen in the lower part 
of the city. Patrolman Ben Wallis, 
who was the first to arrive, entered 
the Comvay house and went upstairs, 
where the murderer

himself. At the head of the steps he 
s.xw Conway with a gun in 'his hand 
and retreated, not wishing- to rush 
to sure death. 


The officer walked across the street 


and was consulting' a party of neigh- 
bors, when Conway came to an upper 
window and fired at him, with a shot- 
gun. 
Wallis received over 100 pel- 


lets in -his body and fell unconscious. 
Edward Davidson and Adam Craw- 
ford, who were standing near, were 
also wounded. Wallis was taken to 
the -hospital and at midnight was not 
expected to live many -hours, as he 
was growing weaker from loss of 
blood and was delirious. 


MURDERER ENDS HIS LIFE. 
A riot alarm was turned in and 


Police Sergeant Pirnnk Heuke and 
the entire police department hurried 
to surround Conway's house. Con- 
way had told his wife the whole story 
and she begged him to flee the city, 
but he replied that he realized he 
was in a desperate fix and was going 
to die game. Going upstairs he shot 
•himself in the breast with a revolver 
that lay on the dresser. The officers 
then rushed in and took charge of the 
body. 


A note left by the dead man to a 


local morning paper told why he com- 
mitted the crimes. He said Garrison 
had robbed him and his father and 
that he could stand it no longer. He, 
ended by saying he "was from Ken-; 
tucky," and that the people in a few 
hours would be invited to see 
his 


work. 
Saturday morning 
Conway 


wrote a letter to Garrison telling him 
he would give him ten days to leave 
the neighborhood. 
Garrison showe-d 


tho letter to Conway's father and the 
latter upbraided his 'son, who gave 
him no answer. 


Everet was employed as switchman 


by the Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road company. He was twenty-seven 
years old and came here from Ken- 
tucky -when a boy. 
Garrison 
was 


thirty-one years old and leaves two 
children, a boy and girl. He came 
here irom Illinois four years ago.
